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Continuation Sheet for Box #11, 
Applicant argues: 

Bulterman/Rutledge combination does not teach the second attribute, the one or more operations and the one or more variables 
on which the one or more operations are expressed. 

Examiner's response: 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. On page 83, left column lines 30-40 and figure 1 Bulterman lists more than one attributes and 
elements for the SMIL and on page 79, left column lines 22-32, Rutledge teaches creating the instances of these elements and locating 
media objects (i.e. one or more operations) and further on page 79, left column lines 37-42, Rutledge teaches media transition is applied 
using the attributes' value (e.g. one or more variables). Now in combination of these two references, they teach applicant's claimed 
invention. 

Applicant argues: 

Bulterman/W3C combination does not teach (a) defining at least one function in a first element and (b) expressing content to be 
processed when the function is true using an attribute of the first element. 

Examiner's response: 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. On page 83, left column lines 30-40 and figure 1 Bulterman shows the functional groupings of 
elements and attributes however, it is known that functional groupings of elements defines functions of the elements (e.g. SML functional 
groupings represents collections of individual SMIL modules which defines elements and attributes intended to address specific issues). On 
page 2, section 4.2.1 lines 1-5 W3C teaches attributes will only appear if the attribute evaluates to true thus the combination of 
Bulterman/W3C teaches applicant's claimed invention. 
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
